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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 
1 19(e), a specific reference to the prior-filed application in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .78(a) 
must be included in the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title or in an 
application data sheet. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must 
include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. 

If the instant application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on 
or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during the pendency of the 
application and within the later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or 
sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application.

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the tube being composed of at least 
two layers of the same and/or different layer thickness, the metal inlay, textile reinforcement, and 
the arrangement of the metal base plate which allow the chip removing elements to move along 
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the inside surface of the polymer tube must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In paragraph 39, line 
3, paragraph 58, line 3, and paragraph 60, line 2, the specification refers to the claims. These 
references should be removed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

5. Claim 28 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim includes the 
use of reference numerals without the use of parentheses. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 2 5 6, 7, 8, 10, 14, 15, 21, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "tubes" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claim. Claim 1, from which claim 2 depends, only refers to a single tube. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the admixture" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 6, lines 3 and 4, the phrase "such as chalk, talcum, carbon fibers, glass fibers, 
mica, silicates, aluminum nitrite and aluminum silicate and micro-particles" is indefinite. It is 
unclear from the phrase whether applicant is claiming the list of materials or not. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the admixture" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 8, line 3, the phrase "such as Ti02, soot, silicic acid and clay materials" is 
indefinite. It is unclear from the phrase whether applicant is claiming the list of materials or not. 
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In claim 10, the phrase "(corresponding to solid material strength)" is indefinite. It is 
unclear what is being claimed by the phrase. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the thermoplastic and/or duroplastic materials" in line 3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is suggested the 
dependency of the claim be changed to claim 2 to provide the proper antecedent basis. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "the complete or partial substrate" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 21 recites the limitation "the inside surface" in lines 3 and 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claim 21, it is unclear ho the chip removing elements can move along an inside surface 
of the polymer tube if they are arranged around the central opening in the metal base plate as 
claimed in claim 1 . 

Claim 31 recites the limitation "the bumper support" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1, 3-5, 9, 11-13, 16-20, 22-30, and 32 are allowed. 

9. Claims 2, 6, 7, 8, 10, 14, 15, 21, and 31 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Rands, Bongers, Knotts, Sicking et al. 3 and Leung disclose energy absorbing 
arrangements for vehicles.
